Tur IMPERIALIST.—From the first we 
have regarded the “Imperialist” in the 
light of aclap-trap sensation that ought 
to be treated with ridicule, and not elevated 
to the dignity of serious argument.

Letter to Mr. Beecher. 


Communicated 1 
Rev. Henry Warp BxxoRER. Brooklyn. 


Sir: I have just read your letter of the 
17th April, 1869, relating to the charges in

printed in 1679, te. 

Now. my deaf sir, the confession that 
you left Charlegon with a heavy heart be- 
cause of its utter deso ation by War comes 
with a bad grace trom one who, while he 
could have done much to have averted the 
ravages of war, did all he could to precipi- 
tate and aggravate it with all its horrors, 
by desecrating the pulpit in which you 
officiated by a tirade of abuse every Sab- 
bath against thA South. and instead of ex- 
tending the ol. ve branch of peace, you 
were calling forthe rifle and the sword to 
be u-ed in the most ferocious manner 
ugainst those for whom you now possess 
sympathy. But the Bible—that book from 
Which you pretend to speak words of con- 
solution, peace and rectitude to a dying 
world, you secretly receive as a present 
trom anegro, knowing at the same time 
that it did not belong to him or yourself. 
that it was stolen property, and that you 
had no more; ight, legaley or morally to 
take and hold ivas your own than vou had 
to have avai.edyyourself ot the darkness o.

A Charge of Official Malversation 
Against the President. 


The New York Word, of Friday, prefers 
the tollowing charge of official! malversa- 
tion in selling the public offices for his ewn 
benefit, by General Grant. It is of those 
charges which must be met. We trust, 
for the honor of the country, it will be; 
for never was more infamous a charge 
1 against a President of the United 
es : 


The trouble which Grant is experiencing 
in reference to the appointments for office 
in the District ot Columbia, according to 
all reports, arises frum the acts on 
the part of. the President which makes 
him amenable under the bribery law. 
It is well known to the public that 
Grant originally sold his house in Wash- 
ington to Mr. Styles J. Bowan, formerly 
Postmaster, for forty thousand dollars, en- 
tered into a contract to deliver the title, 
and Mr. Bowen paid the usual ten per cent. 
to bind the bargain. Subsequently a fund 
of $65,000 was raised in New York to pur- 
chase the house for General Sherman. 
Grant thereupon re-sold it to those parties, 
but, before he could transfer the title, he 
found his contract with Bowen in the way, 
and that gentleman insisting that the prop- 
erty was his, and he the only person who 
could sell it. Mr. Bowen was willing to 
sell the house to the parties who had raised 
the money for the price named. for thereby 
he could make a profit of twenty-five thou- 
sand doliars. But Grant insisted upon 
having the twenty-five thousand extra 
himself. How to get at it and get rid of 
his contract with Bowen, was a difficult 
question. 

During this time, Grant was pressed by 
the better class ot Republicans to appoint 
a Mr. Robbins Postmaster of Washington, 
who had consented to do so. and so notified 
Robbins’ triends. After this promise had 
been made, and the paper signed for Rob- 
bins. the vision of the twenty-five thous- 
and dollars catra on the house again came 
up, and he finally agreed if Bowen would 
give up his contract and abandon ali claims 
to the twenty-five thousand extra, that 
Bowen should have control of all Federal 
appointments for the District of Columbia. 
To this Bowen, it is said. finally assented. 
Robbins lost the postotiice, and the slate has 
since been made out by Bowen, and Grant 
has sold the offices for the District tor 
twenty-tive thousand dollars Ile has thus 
given another example that the true mean- 
ing of his motto was, Let us have piece.”
